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Cops lobby 
to keep gun 
registry 

O Beazley, Beaton fight potential loss of registry a 
week before crucial vote in Ottawa O Long guns used 
in 72% of firearm-related spousal homicides, say RCMP 

Halifax’s top cops spoke out against the 
government’s plan to scrap the long-gun 
registiy yesterday, one week before a cru¬ 
cial vote in the House of Commons. 

And they did not mince words. 

“To lose that type of information ... 
would be devastating,” said Chief Frank 
Beazley of the Halifax Regional Police. 

“It’s a sad day, in my mind, if this takes 
place.” 

Beazley said the registiy holds informa¬ 
tion on 65,000 registered guns in HRM — 
information he says is crucial in criminal 
investigations. 

RCMP Supt. Darrell Beaton countered 
the common anti-registiy talking point 
concerning rank-and-file officers not sup¬ 
porting the registiy. 

“I have spoken with front-line officers, 
and I’m aware they do use the registiy on 
a regular basis, and they feel comfortable 
with the information that the registry 
provides,” Beaton said. “Clearly, it con¬ 
tributes to police officer safety and, by ex¬ 
tension, public safety and we value that.” 

Beazley and Beaton were joined at a 
press conference yesterday by Stephenie 
Mclnnis-Langley, director of the Nova Sco-

tia Advisoiy Council on the Status of 
Women, Pamela Harrison, provincial rep¬ 
resentative for the Canadian Network of 
Women’s Shelters, and Janet Hazelton, 
president of the Nova Scotia Nurses 
Union. 

Hazelton read a joint statement from 
all five speakers. 

“We believe it is time to make our voic¬ 
es heard in the interest of public safety,” 
she read. “We represent a unified voice ... 
in support of maintaining the long-gun 
registry.” ©alexboutilier

Sackville-Eastern Shore MP 
Peter Stoffer said yesterday 
he will announce on Mon¬ 
day how he’ll be voting on 
a motion that could deter¬ 
mine the fate of the long- 
gun registry. 

Despite publicly endors¬ 
ing the effort to scrap the 
registry, Stoffer was tight- 
lipped on the content of 
his announcement. But he 
did remain steadfast in his 
opposition to the registry, 
calling it ineffective and 
claiming it ignores aborigi¬ 


nal treaty rights and law¬ 
ful gun owners. 

“I’ve always said that I’ve 
opposed the registry, and 1 
still continue to oppose the 
registry,” he said. “I think 
it’s a failed policy that fails 
to meet its objectives.” 

Stoffer said the con¬ 
stituents he’s heard from 
have been split on the bill, 
but admitted it was a 65-35 
or 60-40 split for keeping 
the registry. 

He also noted, however, 
the House of Commons 


vote next Wednesday is not 
about Bill C-319, but rather 
Ajax-Pickering MP Mark 
Holland’s motion to end 
the debate on the issue. 

“If Mark Holland’s mo¬ 
tion is successful, the bill 
dies, there’s no more dis¬ 
cussion on it till the next 
election.” he said. “If (the) 
motion fails, then the de¬ 
bate continues on 391 until 
that vote actually happens 
in late October, November.”

Police have identified the 
four crewmembers on a 
scallop dragger that is be¬ 
lieved to have sunk in the 
Bay of Fundy. 

Leeland White, Bryden 
Orde, both 25, Anthony 
Orde, 46, and Corey 
Leblanc, 30. were all from 
Digby and all on the boat. 

The search for the 13- 
metre vessel RLJ was called 
off Ttiesday night after a 
military official suggested 
there was no chance any¬ 
one survived. 


The RCMP have taken 
over the investigation and 
had two of its boats on the 
waters yesterday trying lo¬ 
cate what they believe is 
the sunken vessel. 

“At this particularly 
time, it looks like the ves¬ 
sel went down and all four 
may have perished,” said 
Const. Darrell McNeil of 
Digby RCMP. 

“Any time this happens, 
it’s devastating to both the 
family, friends and com¬ 
munity at large.” The boat 
headed out from Digby on 
Sept. 7 and RCMP say it 
had enough fuel for five 
days of fishing. 


Mechanism 

RCMP say a tracking mech¬ 
anism indicates the boat 
was most likely dragging 
in broad daylight and it's 
believed the vessel may 
have sank sometime 
between 4:46 p.m. and 
5:46 p.m. on Friday.

Mounties seize 
7 tonnes of hash 
in Montreal 


O Police received a call about a mysterious container 
O No arrests made O Investigation is ongoing 


The Mounties have seized 
a container packed with 
enough hashish to intoxi¬ 
cate the entire country. 

Police in Montreal dis¬ 
covered seven tonnes of 
hashish — or about seven 
million grams. 

The dark, laptop-sized 
hash bricks were discov¬ 
ered in an abandoned 
trailer Sunday in the 
city’s west end. 

“It’s a big one,” RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Luc 
Thibault said yesterday of 
the seizure. 


Officers found the slabs 
of hash shrouded in den¬ 
im clothing and stuffed 
into cardboard boxes. 

The entire trailer was 
crammed with the drug. 

Thibault indicated that 
this was one of the 
biggest hashish seizures 
his detachment can re¬ 
member. 

Thibault did not want 
to speculate on the poten¬ 
tial street value of the 
load because he said it 
varies across the country.

Latest Mideast talks 
end without agreement 


A mortar attack by Pales¬ 
tinian militants and air 
strikes by Israel formed 
the grim backdrop as 
Mideast leaders ended 
their latest round of 
peace talks yesterday, still 
divided on major issues. 

There was no word on 
when they would meet 
again. 

The inconclusive U.S.- 
brokered talks between 
Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu and 
Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas left in 
doubt the prospects for 
their new effort to end 
generations of hostilities 
in the region and create a 
sovereign Palestine along¬ 
side a secure Israel. 

George Mitchell, the 
U.S. envoy for Mideast 
peace efforts, emerged 
from an evening session 
to say the talks had been 
encouraging but had fall¬ 
en short of agreement. 

Bill targets 
dangerous 
medication 

A bill aimed at curbing the 
abuse of the addictive 
painkiller OxyContin and 
other prescription drugs 
was tabled in the Ontario 
legislature yesterday. 

The bill would allow the 
province to monitor 
prescription narcotics and 
other controlled 
substances, from 
painkillers to stimulants 
and sedatives. Currently, 
Ontario only tracks dings 
prescribed under a program 
that funds medications for 
seniors, welfare recipients 
and the disabled

The predicted probability 
of surviving five years fol¬ 
lowing diagnosis has in¬ 
creased for a number of 
cancers, notably non-

Statistics Canada pre¬ 
dicted survival estimates 
for cases diagnosed in 
2004 to 2006, which were 
then compared with those 
diagnosed in 1992 to 
1994. 

The five-year relative 
survival ratio is the ratio 
of the observed survival of 
a group of people with 
cancer to the expected 
survival of other individu-

study, the five-year 
relative survival ratio 
for all cancers was 
estimated at 62 per 
cent in 2004 to 2006.

Are we afraid of the web? 

O Ninety-nine per cent of Canadians expect online fraud, identity theft 


When it comes to cyber 
crime, almost all Canadi¬ 
ans expect they will be vic¬ 
tims but almost half think 
it’s OK to “steal” movies 
and music online, a survey 
suggests. 

“It is gloomy,” said Lynn 
Hargrove, director of con¬ 
sumer solutions for 


Symantec Canada, an an¬ 
tivirus software maker 
which did a global study 
on cyber crime’s human 
impact. 

“It’s almost all of us. I 
think they have more of a 
sense of online doom,” 
Hargrove said of Canadi¬ 
ans. 


Despite the feeling of 
helplessness about cyber 
crime, almost 50 per cent 
of Canadians believed it 
was OK to “steal” music 
and movies from the Inter¬ 
net, the survey found. 

“It’s an interesting look 
at people’s online ethics,” 
Hargrove said. 


Free does have a price, 
though. 

Hargrove noted that or¬ 
ganized crime can put mal¬ 
ware on content that is 
being downloaded for free, 
leaving people exposed to 
having their personal in¬ 
formation silently stolen.

A proposed right-wing, all¬ 
news TV network says it’s

No gong show for oilsands

The oilsands industry is 
not set to experience the 
same gong show it did 
three or four years ago, 
when construction and 
labour costs in northern 
Alberta spiralled out of 
control, the chief execu¬ 
tive officer of Cenovus En¬ 
ergy Inc. said yesterday. 

The Calgary-based oil 
company is expecting in¬ 
flation of between zero 


and five per cent, Brian 
Ferguson told a conference 
hosted by oilpatch invest¬ 
ment dealer Peters & Co. 

There are select areas 
where inflation is more of a 
concern, like the Bakken oil 
play in southeastern 
Saskatchewan. But overall, 
weak natural gas prices 
mean lower costs for ener¬ 
gy-hungry oilsands projects. 

Oilsands producers have 


been bombarded by criti¬ 
cism over the environmen¬ 
tal impacts of their 
projects, including water 
use, effects on wildlife and 
greenhouse gas emissions. 

Some U.S. legislators 
have waded into the de 
bate over whether so- 
called dirty oil should be 
shipped south through 
major pipeline expansions.

Some sweet science news: 
Researchers have released 
a nearly complete map of 
the DNA of the tree that 
produces chocolate. 

The project to map the 
cacao genome was funded 
by candy maker Mars Inc. 
It finished the sequence 
just two years into what 
was supposed to be a five- 
year project. 

Mars, the maker of 
Snickers, M&Ms and other 
candies, says it hopes the 
results could someday 
lead to more robust, high¬ 
er-yielding and drought- 
and disease-resistant 
trees. 

An estimated three mil¬ 
lion tons of cocoa is 
produced globally every 


year, produced primarily 
by small farms. 

But crop losses from 
pests and diseases costs an 
estimated $700 million to 
$800 million to farmers 
each year. 

Unlike corn, wheat and 
rice, cocoa is often 
described as an “orphan 
crop” because it has been 
the subject of little 
agricultural research. 


With this recent 
breakthrough, however, 
scientists say they have 
moved closer to ensuring 
the success of the crop, 
and so, too, the success of 
small farmers in some of 
the most climate-vulnera¬ 
ble places on the planet. 

Mars will have spent 
$10 million on the project 
by the time it’s complete.

The fact that he instead 
opted to make another 
roots record says 
eveiything about the 
integrity of one of rock’s 
greatest voices. Critics wet 
themselves heaping praise 
onto Raising Sand, Plant’s 
2007 collaboration with Al¬ 
ison Krauss, and it took 
home a remarkable six 
Grammys. But, in truth, 
that CD suffered from the 
muddy monotone of T. 
Bone Burnett’s heavy-hand¬ 
ed production techniques. 

Raising Sand was good, 
but Band of Joy is much 


better. This time Plant put 
his trust in alt-country guru 
Buddy Miller, who delivers 
a much brighter, truer 
sound for Plant. Together 
they mine traditional Hon- 
eydripper rock (I’m Falling 
in Love Again), southern 
gospel (Satan, Your 
Kingdom Must Down), Ap¬ 
palachian blues (Central 
Two O Nine) and Celtic fu¬ 
sion (Richard Thompson’s 
House of Cards).

The rise of Lissie Maurus 


O California singer touted as next 
big thing O Debut album Catching a 
Tiger tipped to be huge success 


Her hippy chic look and 
feel has been described as 
“a barefoot prairie girl 
transported to an L.A. 
canyon in 1972” and she is 
tipped to be huge in 2010. 

She is a 27-year-old 
American called Lissie, and 
she is releasing her debut 
album Catching a Tiger. 

“Where I grew up with 
my family we were the 
kind of people who walk 
up to strangers and tell 
them secrets,” she ex¬ 
plains. 

“They give you a strange 
look and ask, ‘Why did you 
tell me that?’, but it’s just 
in our nature. I’m still 
pretty unknown so I may 
have to be more careful in 
the future,” she says. 

Elisabeth “Lissie” Mau¬ 
rus grew up in Rock Island, 
Illinois, and as a nine-year- 
old starred as orphan An¬ 
nie in the musical Annie 
for a run of 80 shows. 

But in her teens Lissie 
ditched the theatre in 
favour of music, and 
specifically to learn the 


guitar. 

She says she always be¬ 
lieved she had a career in 
music. “I honestly did. It 
was what I always want¬ 
ed,” she says. “But it’s not 
only about talent. You have 
to be willing to work hard 
and be emotionally stable 
enough to be able to do it.” 

After a semester study¬ 
ing in Paris, France, Lizzie 
moved to Los Angeles and 
got to know Bill Reynolds 
from Band of Horses. They 
made a five traclc-EP that 
got some attention, but 
the music industry is still 
pretty new to Lissie. 

“I have still not had any 
bad experiences of the 
business,” says the woman 
who claims if music hadn’t 
worked out, she would 
have been a wildlife 
ranger. “But I can tell if 
someone is dishonest or 
creepy and then I can 
choose not to work with 
that person.” 

And I’ not opposed to 
getting good ideas from 
other people.” ©metro 




Johnson: Free and wild 


Jamey Johnson can do 
what he wants when he 
wants. The country maver¬ 
ick records his songs with 
buddies when and how the 
muse directs. 

He’s not constrained by 
labels or styles, and could¬ 
n’t care less what critics 
think — or anyone else, 
for that matter. 

While Nashville’s main¬ 
stream music market is 


trending smaller — from 
singles to six pales to EPs 
— searching for more 
record sales in a market 
that continues to free fall, 
Johnson is putting out a 
double album, The Guitar 
Song, that includes 25 
tracks and is more than 
two hours long. 

He started recording the 
material for The Guitar 
Song in 2006. Johnson 


might be at his most hon¬ 
est on Baby Don’t Cry, a 
lullaby to his daughter, 
Kylee, who’s now 6. 

“We are free. That’s the 
whole point,” Johnson 
says. “You’re as free as you 
want to be. If you don’t 
like your job, quit. Go do 
something you do like and 
figure out how to make 
money doing it.” 

His story resonates in 


Nashville, especially to a 
growing number of singer- 
songwriters who see him 
as a latter-day outlaw in 
the mould of Waylon and 
Willie, leading the way in 
uncertain times. 

The Alabama native 
shrugs off the outlaw label 
deftly. “I’ve never done 
anything illegal. That’s for 
the record,” he says.

from dying on stage — al¬ 
though dying on stage 
wouldn’t be the end of the 
world. 

What did you do in your 
downtime when touring? 

I went on a lot of motorcy¬ 
cle rides. I rode across 



America on my motorcy¬ 
cle, and I think it’s the clos¬ 
est thing to being a cowboy 
nowadays. So that’s one of 
the things I did that helped 
me get around being a 
drug addict in the ’80s. 

I heard rumors that you were 
asked to replace Steven Tyler 
in Aerosmith. Is that true? 

I did get a phone call from 
Joe Perry. I know those 
guys. They are my broth¬ 
ers. And there’s one thing 
you don’t do, and that’s get 
in between brothers. I just 
thought, ‘They’ll get back 
together.’... I was flattered, 
but Steven Tyler is the only 
guy who can be Steven 
Tyler. I’m much better be¬ 
ing Billy Idol.

Phil Collins, who will be 
60 in January, has admit¬ 
ted he may be getting too 
old to rock ’n’ roll. The ex- 
Genesis skinsman now has 
to tape drumsticks to his 
hands because his fingers 
are too weak to hold them 
properly. 

Maybe it’s no surprise 
then he has opted to re¬ 
lease a new album of mel¬ 
low soul classics. 

He spoke to Metro. 

A year ago, you said you 
couldn’t play the drums any¬ 
more. How do you feel today? 

My body doesn;t work 
like it used to. I have 
reached an age when the 
equipment is starting to 
wear out. I had an opera¬ 
tion last spring and the 
doctors told me that 
maybe everything would 
be back to normal within a 
year. I;m not sure this will 
come true and I prepared 
myself for the prospect of 
not being to play the 
drums anymore. 

How did you do to play the 
drums on your latest album ? 

With the help of tech¬ 
nological miracles such as 
ProTools and my sound en¬ 
gineer Ivan. I would tape 
the drumsticks to my 
palms because I have no 
strength in my fingers. We

He’s an uncontested mas¬ 
ter with a pen and sketch¬ 
book, on which he’s been 
rattling off blockbuster 
ready-to-wear and haute 
couture collections for 
decades. But Chanel de¬ 
signer Karl Lagerfeld is also 
gifted with a camera. 

A new Paris exhibition 
showcases the gamut of 
Lagerfeld’s photography, 
from his commercial work 
for Chanel to celebrity por¬ 
traits for magazines to 
more experimental land¬ 
scapes and architectural 
pieces.

The show — which 
kicked off Tuesday with a 
star-studded and Cham¬ 
pagne-soaked opening at 
the Maison Europeene de 
la Photographie — brings 
together about 300 of the 
designer’s shots in the 
largest-ever exhibit of his 
photographs. 

Lagerfeld first took up 
photography in 1987, and 
the show, “Parcours de tra¬ 
vail,” or “Career Path,” 
features sober landscapes 
as well as portraits soaked 
in eye-popping colours or 
printed on glitter-covered 
paper. 

There are, of course, the 
obligatory fashion photos. 
Lagerfeld, who designs for 
Chanel, Italian fashion 
house Fendi and his own 
signature line, has long 
shot the press kits for the 
labels, churning out photos 
of models sporting clothes 
from his collections. 

From there, he 


branched out into ad cam¬ 
paigns for the lines. (He is 
behind Chanel’s latest 
campaign featuring waifs 
sporting Chewbacca fake- 
fur skirt suits as they 
lounge on New York City 
fire escapes.) 

Standouts include “Cou¬ 
ture 18eme Vogue,” a 1998 
series he shot for the fash¬ 
ion magazine, a period 
scene featuring models in 
towering powdered wigs 
and merengue-like ball 
gowns playing cards and 
tossing back Champagne in 
an old French town house. 

A 1992 series also for 
Vogue features close-ups of 
Canadian supermodel Lin¬ 
da Evangelista, her face 
painted in colour blocks of 
cherry red, teal blue, bub¬ 
blegum pink and saffron in 
the style of renowned Ex¬ 
pressionist painter Alexej 
Jawlensky. 

Lagerfeld is a passionate 
connoisseur of modern art, 


and many of the photos in 
the show reflect that. Be¬ 
sides the Jawlensky series, 
there are homages to Os¬ 
kar Schlemmer, the Ger¬ 
man artist at the Bauhaus 
school, and to U.S. painter 
Roy Lichtenstein’s signa¬ 
ture pop art style. 

Other celebrity portraits 
— displayed on a massive 
wall, like a checkerboard 


of the beautiful, the thin, 
the rich and the famous — 
include shots of fashion- 
istas from Claudia Schiffer 
to Eva Herzigova and ac¬ 
tors including Jack Nichol¬ 
son and Monica Bellucci. 

Director David Lynch — 
captured in black-and- 
white as he leans over to 
light a cigarette, his trade¬ 
mark shock of bone-white 


hair flopping over his fore¬ 
head — said he loved the 
portrait. 

“It’s my favourite pic¬ 
ture that anyone’s taken of 
me, ever,” Lynch said dur¬ 
ing the opening.

It sounds like the plot from 
a Bond movie — an interna¬ 
tional team of seven key fig¬ 
ures who have the power to 
switch off the Internet. 
Except this is real life 


and Anne-Marie Eklund 
Lowinder, head of quality 
and security at .the domain 
name foundation .SE really 
does have that power over 
the World Wide Web. 

She is one of seven peo¬ 
ple around the world en¬ 
trusted with a secret code 
key which would allow her 
to close down and ‘re-boot’ 


the Internet in the event of 
a disaster. She spoke to 
Metro’s Rickard Lindholm. 

You are one of seven who can 
“save the Internet” - how? 

The international organi¬ 
zation called ICANN started 
the project on the initiative 
of the U.S. Department of 
Commerce. In the U.S. there 
are two operational centres 

— one on the East Coast 
and one on the West Coast 

— where the code keys are 
updated four times a year, 
and if the Internet was at¬ 
tacked, three of the seven 
people who have access to 
the code key need to get to 
one of the operation centres 
to restore the system. 

Could someone actually sabo¬ 
tage the system? 

If three of the seven with 
code key access couldn’t get 
to the place to restore the 
system there arc another 
seven back-up people. If no¬ 
body manages to get there, 
if the U.S., for example, 
closed its borders, ICANN 
can still drill open the safes 
and restore the system. So, 
they’ve got it covered from 


all angles. 

What would happen if the 
system wasn’t updated? 

Eventually the screens 
would go biack. The code 
keys must be updated. 

What does DNSSEC mean? 

DNS is a database that 
translates domain names to 
IP addresses and that has 
worked fine for more than 
20 years, but a couple of 
years ago a new way to at¬ 
tack this system pretty easi¬ 
ly and quickly was 
discovered. An attacked do¬ 
main name can give you in¬ 
formation from another 
source than is displayed. 
With DNSSEC, all informa¬ 
tion is authorized and it is 
certified that all informa¬ 
tion comes from the right 
source.

“She was gorgeous, very 
sweet, naive,” recalled Van- 
Cleave, who was a $10-a-day 
extra during a rodeo scene. 
“She wasn’t snobby. She 
seemed real down to earth 
and friendly.” 

VanCleave and other lo¬ 
cals will gather Saturday 
and Sunday in Dayton, to 


mark the 50th anniversary 
of filming for the last com¬ 
plete movie for both Mon¬ 
roe and Gable. 

The celebration will in¬ 
clude a Monroe and Gable 
look-alike contest, a display 
of their photographs taken 
in Dayton, a session of old- 
timers’ reminiscences 
about the filming, and tours 
of the old bar where a scene 
was shot of Monroe playing 
paddleball to the delight of 
male patrons.

O Campaign fights poverty, AIDS 


A bipartisan group of sen¬ 
ior political hands is sup¬ 
porting an effort backed 
by U2 rocker Bono to talk 
with candidates about 
global AIDS and poverty. 

Former Clinton White 
House chief of staff John 
Podesta and former Repub¬ 
lican senators Norm Cole¬ 
man and Rick Santorum 
signed onto the One Vote 
2010 campaign. Former 
White House press secre¬ 
taries Mike McCurry and 
Dana Perino also are advis¬ 
ing the issue advocacy 
push. 

“This is not only the 
right thing to do in a hu¬ 
manitarian sense, it is also 
important to our own na¬ 
tional security and future 
growth markets for Ameri¬ 
can investment,” said Cole¬ 


man. “One Vote 2010 is 
key to helping voters and 
candidates understand 
how American leadership 
in these areas is not parti¬ 
san and must be main¬ 
tained.”

Fake Togo team belonged 
to ‘mafia group’: Minister 


The fake Togo national soc¬ 
cer team that played 
Bahrain last week was 
made up of “unidentified 
players and their shadowy 
handlers” who belonged to 
a “mafia group,” the To¬ 
golese sports minister said 
yesterday. 

Christophe Tchao told 
The Associated Press that 
the team, which lost 3-0 at 
Bahrain’s National Stadium 
in Riffa on Sept. 7, did not 
have the necessary authori¬ 
zation from his ministiy to 
represent the country in an 
international friendly. 


“This rule was not com¬ 
plied with by the group of 
unidentified players and 
their shadowy handlers,” 
Tchao said. “It is obvious 
that the players belonged 
to a mafia group, who aid¬ 
ed and abetted them to 
leave Togo without authori¬ 
zation.” 

Tchao said he had or¬ 
dered the federation to pro¬ 
vide his ministiy with full 
details of “the scandalous
